•were either killed or drowned in the 
storm early Thursday. 
Nine 
other 


barges crowded with workingmen en- 
gaged in extension work were at sea 
•with barge No. 4. There is no news 
of them and it ,1s feared all were lost. 


Went to Pieces In Raging Sea. 
W. P. Duesenbury, one of tie en- 


gineers saved by the steamer Jennie, 
says the storm struck barge No. 4 at 
5 o'clock 
Thursday 
morning.

hour later the

pieces in the raging sea and thirty to 
forty men were killed in the crash.

GREAT DAMAGE IN CUBA. 


Reports of Storm's Ravages in the In- 


terior Reaches Havana. 


Havana, Oct. 20.—Reports of tha 


damage done by the storm in the in- 
terior of the island continue to come In 
slowly. The extent of the damage done 
to tobacco crops in' the province o£ 
Plnav Del Rio is not fully known, but 
it is believed to bo great. The tobacco 
was planted late this year on account 
of the 
continued rains, hence the 


nlants have not yet sprouted and many 
of the seed beds have been washed out, 
necessitating replanting, which will re- 
tard the crop. The storm is reported 
to have been very severe in the Vuelta 
Abajo district of Piuar Del Rio. 


The principal havoc outside of Ha- 


vana is reported to have been at Bata- 
bano, where seven men were drowned, 
the American steamers Campbell and 
Sara were -wrecked, many houses de- 
stroyed and 
200 persons 
rendered 


homeless. 
The mayor of Batabana 


has Issued an appeal for relief for the 
destitute and Governor Nunez of Ha- 
vana province will proceed there today 
with funds and food supplies. 


The brunt of the storm seems to 


have been sustained by the city of Ha- 
vana and its suburbs. No more deaths 
have been reported. 


It has now been 
ascertained that 


only twenty-four lighters were lost, 
four of which were loaded with sugar 
and the rest with various merchandise.

food and drug act will be enforced. 
The commission appointed to prepare 
the regulations consisted of Dr. H. W. 
Wiley of the agricultural department) 
Dr. S. N. D. North, of the department 
of commerce and labor, and James L. 
Gerry, of the treasury department. In 
a letter to the secretaries of their sev- 
eral departments they say their agree- 
ment on the regulations 
was unani- 


mous. To the regulations. Secretaries 
Wilson, Metcalf and Shaw have given 
their approval. The section of the reg- 
ulations respecting the labeling of pro- 
ducts requires that the ingredients of 
the package shall be stated, so that 
the purchaser may 
know 
precisely 


what he is buying.

BUCKET SHOP WAY 


PlTTSBl'RG HANK CLERKS STOLE 


QUARTER OF A MILLION- 


Sentenced to the Penitentiary, Tell of 


the Ease With Which Bank 


WHS Looted for Cash. 


Pittsburg. Pa.. Oct. 20.—C. B. Wray 


and'.C. S. Hixton. $fiO a month clerka j 
in the Union Trust company, one of ! 
Pittsburgh richest banks, pleaded sull 
ty yesterday to stealing at least $!!50.- J js£ 
000 from the bank rnd wore spmencod. 
to ten years in prison, but before sen-j 
tence was passed V.'ray told a story 
that made the courtroom gasp. 


Kixtoa broke down and pleaded for 


mercy. Wray met his 
fate 
with 
a 


smile. 


"We were playing for a high statue. 


Ihe same as the millionaires." lie said 
to the court. "\\'f were never able to 
win as they do. and 1 suppose we will 
have to suffer the consenuenres." 


Then when Judge. Young told him he 


might V) on if he had .anything to say 
before s«>m 
on<~o was n::ssr>d. Wray con- 


tinued: 
"Like every one else in Hi" fi:ianrl:i1 


world in Plttsburi;. yoif honor, we 
were simply money mad. V.'e handled 
millions every day; we dealt in mil- 
lions in everythine. W" 
were 
con- 


stantly talking mone>. and constantly 
hearing of opportunities whereby we. 
bank clerks, making 
$00 
a 
month. I 


. might become millionaires, ton. 
\Ve 


saw many opportunities 
vanish 
be- 


cause we did not have the money t.ij 
take advantage of them, nnd then we 
began to steal from the bank." 


Loot Bank With Greatest Ease. 


Wray said his position in the bank, 


of which all the directors, among them 
H. C. Frick and Senator Knox. are mil- j 
Honalres. was that of teller and his 
salary $15 a week. He declared il was 
the easiest thing in the world lo steal 
from the bank and go on stealing with- 
out limit and without fear of detec- 
tion. This was the method: 


Teller Wray would make out a false 


deposit slip in the name of a depositor, 
whose account had lapsed, or who had 
died, although there still remained a 
few cents to his credit. 
He would 


then pass this deposit slip on to Hix- 
ton, who, as an individual bookkeeper, 
would enter it. Then Wray would draw 
a forged check for near the amount of 
the deposit, and take 
the 
money. 


Uixton, when the chock reached him, 
would destroy It. 


Aaked by Judge Young how much 


the two employes had stolen Wray re- 
plied: 
"I can't tell you the exact amount. 


It irm» orer $260,000, however." 


Their Book* Never Examined. 
"But would not this discrepancy 
liave been discovered by an examina- 
tion of the counter hook" asked Judge 
Young, tarnlni to Treasurer 
Qleffer, 


who wa> in court. 
"We never considered It necessary 
to •xasulne the counter book," admit- 
ted Qleffer. 
Judge Toune gasped, and then tald: 
"Well, I gne» you -will consider It 


necMsary In future," and even the two 
prisoners smiled at the discomfiture of 
Treasurer Oleffer. 
"When we saw so many opportuni- 
ties flipping away from us," said Wray 
when he continued hid story, "we start- 
ed to work our system, expecting that 
we would he able to put the money 
back again without Us being missed. 
First we took $600 and lost it. It was 
to easy to get the money that we con- 
tinned to play. The money was simply 
burned up. We don't know Just how 
much we took, but It was about $250,- 
000, and probably more. Of that sum 
the bucket shops got nine-tenths. 


'Pour Plunder Into buaket shops. 
"We got half an hour off every day 


at noon for our lunch, nnd Instead of 
devoting it to that purpose wo visited 
the bucket shops. There wo received 
the 'tips' from the proprietors and gave 
our orders. It was like putting money 
in. a rat hole. Finally we were so deep 
In that we had to get. larger sums of 
Money from the bank to pay our losses, 
find wo took as high as $10.000 in a 
•Ingle day. On ono transaction alone, 
nnd with ono broker, we lost $40,000. 


"Wo bought and sold short, .lust as 


they advised us, I remember only one 
time that we won. thnt was $25, and 
•we were sure thnt the tide had turned. 
But then !? WES soon the same old 
thing again." 


"Did the owners of these 
bucket 


shops know you?" asked .Tuflge Voting. 


"They knew us, knaw where we 


were employed, and kne» that our sal- 
aries amounted to only $60 a month," 
replied Wray. 
"These people should be brought, in- 


to court," said the Judge, to District At- 
torney Stewart. 


Poker Claimed ,Little of It. 


Resuming his story. Wray declared 
that -while he lived a high life for a 
tltne, still he. had never been extrava- 
gant. He supported his aged mother 
In good style, he said, and she sup- 
posed that he was one of the rising 
young millionaires because he was con- 
nected with a bank whose directors are 
all millionaires. 


He said that 
In addition 
to the 


money that he spent with the bucket 
shops, a part of his share was lost 
In playing poker at the Randall club, 
a prominent political organization of 
the city. 


"It was the same thing there as it 


was at the bucket shops," 
declared 


Wray. 
"It seemed 1 could not. win 


anywhere." 


Hixton, who was made of weaker 


stuff than Wray, admitted that the 
story was true, but begged for 
the 


court's mercy. 
He said he had 
re- 


ceived half the plunder^ and that the 
bucket shops had taken every cent of 
It. He lives with his wife and child 
at Carnegie, a suburb of the city. In 
humble stylo befitting the salary that 
he made. From the time thnt he start- 
ed to steal the money with Wray until 
the time of his arrest his wife never 
knew of his peculations. 
His wife 


and infant child were in court, and 
the. wife, who is little more than i? 
girl, fainted when he was sentenced. 


Frantic Effort to Hide Robbery. 
And thus it was thnt the story of 


the looting of the Union Tntsl. com- 
pany came on!, despite the strenuous 
efforts made by the officers to 'cover 
it up. 


According to detectives who worked 


on the case, the losses of the Union 
Trust company will amount to $500,- 
000 by the peculations of the two em- 
ployes. At no time has the company 
given !h« exncl amount.

Inevitable Woman in the Ruin.

had been living with a young woman 
he had picked up in the, tenderloin.

The 
vehicle complete weighs a little more 
than two and one-half tons and Is prob- 
ably the heaviest automobile of Its 
size In the world. The steel plate In 
the rear and on the sides Is covered 
with a highly polished veneer of mal- 
achite green. 
So far as outward appearance goes 


tba vehicle does not differ from tho or- 


dlnary cab automobile, except In the 
elegance of Its finish. It Is equipped 
Tvlth an air brake, an entirely new de- 
vice, and in addition to this is another 
and most Ingenious scheme for 
the 


guidance of the chauffeur. Directly in 
front ot him is a brass cylinder, the 
circumference of which Is divided ofl 
into sections, each containing a direc- 
tion like "go slow," "turn right." "turn 
left." "stop." "proceed." All these are 
controlled by a button within the cab 
and are directed by the occupants. 


Has Megaphone Speaking Tube. 


As an additional precaution there is 


a megaphone speaking tube which, in 
addition to the signalling, can be used 
to keep the chauffeur Informed as to 
the wishes of his passengers. To make 
the whole car still more perfect It is 
lighted by electricity.

A Beer Heart. 


About the newest physical trouble is 


"beer heart," so-called because It la 
ascribed by most physicians to a copi- 
ous Imbibing ot beer. It Is not notice- 
able In observations BO far made, as a 
result o£ drinking other 
spirituous 


liquors. 
Some autopsies that have 


been made show an enlarged heart, 
but no disease to account for it. "The 
answer probably Is," said a doctor 
who was asked for an explanation, but 
who has not had any cases under his 
notice, "that the carbohydrates In the 
beer are responsible. Of course, the 
same carbohydrates are to be found In 
the Irish potato, but very few of us 
eat more potatoes than the
